An  ACT  for  the  remifion  of  the  Duties  arifmg  on  the  Tonnage  offundry  French 
vejfels  which  have  taken  refuge  in  the  Ports  of  the  United  States. 

WHEREAS  the  difaftrous  fituation  of  the  town  of  Cape-Francois,  in 
the  ifland  of  Hifpaniola,  compelled  fundry  veffels  belonging  to  citizens 
of  the  French  Republic,  in  the  month  of  June  laft,  to  take  refuge  within  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  :  and  whereas  they  are  liable  by  law  to  the  pay- 
ment of  foreign  tonnage,  which,  confidering  the  neceffity  of  their  cafe,  ought 
equitably  to  be  remitted  to  them  :     Therefore, 

Beit  enacled  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  Congrefs  afembled,  That  the  duties  on  the  tonnage,  to  which  any 
°r  ™TvTeffels  aforefaid  are,  or  may  have  been  liable,  within  any  of  the  ports 
ot  the  United  States,  be,  and  are  hereby  remitted:  Provided  neverthelefs,  That 
the  matter,  owner  or  confignee,  of  every  fuch  veffel  mall  make  proof  to  the 
proper  officer  of  the  port  in  which  fuch  veffel  may  be,  that  the  faid  veffel  was 
compelled  to  leave  the  faid  ifland  of  Hifpaniola,  and  to  take  refuge  within  the 
faid  port,  by  reafon  of  the  calamity  aforefaid.  8
